‘The German Prisoner of War 
camp, maintained by the U. S. 
Army, on the Experimental] 
station grounds, ceased to be 
on last Saturday night.

250 prisoners of war were hab- 
ilitated, and assigned to can- 
ning plant, farming and lake 
dike work 

The camp has been under 
the command/of Lt. Smith, who 
has had~a corps of some 25 
guardsmen at his beck and call] 
and orders.
